Yet, if it be safe to judge 
general results from the records 
presented to last night’s meeting, it 
seems to be clear that the Govern- 
ment acted wisely when, in extremis, 
it decided to invoke the help of 
county surveyors; and that the sur- 
veyors and their staffs generally 
responded in a manner which Mr,

“ magnificent. 

What lessons, it now becomes 
necessary to inquire, are to be 
learned from the many and varied 
expedients to which resort has been 
had in days of exigent need? Has 
experience indicated that special 
areas should now be selected for 
intensified efforts and energies in 
other counties relaxed? Can pro- 
duction and distribution so be 
reorganised as to make Dublin and 
the eastern seaboard counties less 
dependent on the surplus products of 
Donegal and Mayo? Can. nothing 
effective be done to reduce the gap 
between the ten or twelve shillings 
per ton at which supplies are avail- 
able on Connaught’s roadsides and 
the sixty-four shillings which tho 
Dublin consumer is compelled to pay 
for a ton of fuel containing excessive 
quantities of water?

GRAVE FEARS OF 


OVERCROWDING 
To-day Fire has 600 registered 


chemists' 1 in addition to 
700 qualified and unqualified assistants, 
about half of whom are unemployed, 
and unless drastic steps are taken thers 
pr os be an additional surplus 
of ts in five years time. 

This was icted yesterday by Mr. 
P. C. Cahill, President of the Council 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Ireland, in an interview with an run 
Times reporter. Every year, he said, 
an average of eighty students out of 
200 pass a final examination which is 
probably more searching than that for 
any other profession in this country. 

en it is remembered that the death- 
rate among chemists is only about 30 
per annum, it is obvious that the 
situation is serious, 

The only way to solve the problem 
completely, said Mr. Cahill, would be 
to suspend registration for a period of 
six or seven years. This, of course, is 
out of the question. It would be im- 
possible, in addition, to make the 
examinations more difficult for already 
they contain a great deal more than 
the student would ever need in 
practice. The only course would be to 
regulate the number of 8 in 
relation to the number of chemists at 
present in business.

Europe is 
kept divided by men who profit by 
divisions and wars. Unfortunately, 
Europe has never produced a 
European, instead she produced 
Frenchmen, Germans, Scandi- 
navians, Italians, Hollanders, 
Belgians, Russians, Poles, but no 
European. Yet with these same 
nationalities and races we produced 
Americans. 


Herr Hess 


Included in actions for trial in the 
King’s Bench Division during Hilary 
law sittings, which begin next 
Monday. are those alleging libel 
listed as Hamilton v. Goodman 
and others, and Hamilton ».

reappeared. During the last war it 
did not become significant until 
1917. Between 1919 and 1921 the 
number of divorces shot up from 
1,082 to 3,458. It then declined, but 
in 1937 there was the record number 


of 7,761, following the passing of 
the A. P. Herbert Bill. 


AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The Chartist Leaders 


A correspondent writes: 

I wonder if any of your readers 
can tell me why Trinity College 
does not publish more about its 
distinguished sons? 

For example, in the book on the 
Chartist leadera which Mr. G. D.
